Response to Amendments

previous office action. The Examiner has accepted applicant's amendments and arguments. 
Applicant has amended claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10 and 1 1, and added new claims 13 and 14. Claims 
1-14 are currently pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1-14 are allowable. 

3. Claims 1, 7, 13 and 14 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a particle size distribution analyzer comprising a 
calculating section for calculating a particle distribution of particles in a transparent cell, based 
on a fluctuation of the intensity of scattered light measured from the transparent cell positioned 
at an inclined angle with respect to an optical axis optical axis of the laser light, in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the respective claims. 

4. Claims 2-6 and 8-12 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claims 1, 
and 7 respectively, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim(s).
